It consisted of fifty 
infantry, twenty cavalry, and a section of 
artillery—all on the steamer Hamilton 
Belle. It proceeded over two hundred and 
fifty miles up the river, within twenty miles 
of Missouri. At Madison, Ark;, twenty- 
seven rebels were captured. Nineteen oth- 
ers were taken at different places. At the 
month of Little river, three smugglers were 
captured with salt, flour, quinine, and am- 
munition. At Wittsburg, fifteen hogsheads 
of sugar were captured. Ou the return 
trip, two miles above Madison, they had a 
skirmish, in which four rebels were killed. 


It was the gunboat Chillicothe that had 


passed into the Yazoo river. 


All stern-wheel boats are being pressed 


into the government service at this point. 


MEMPHIS, March 18. 


Special to Chicago Tribune.—We have 


intelligence from the Yazoo Pass expedi- 
tion to Saturday morning. The fleet con- 
sisted of the Chillicothe, Baron DeKalb, 
five small gunboats, the Musquito fleet, and 
18 transports. 


The Chillicothe, three miles in advance, 


at the town of Greenwood at the confluence 
of the Tallahatchie and Yallabasha rivers, 
on Thursday evening, met with a check. 
The enemy's battery of five large guns 
opened on her. The fight ceased at dark, 
the battery and Chillicothe fighting all day 
Friday. One of the enemy's guns was dis- 
mounted. The Chillicothe received in all 
64 shots, one of which entered the port 
hole, killing three and wounding fourteen, 
and on Saturday morning, np to ten o'clock, 
only a few shots had been fired. 


Very little spirit was shown. The Chil- 


licothe is said to be short of ammunition. 
The final result of the fight we have yet to 
learn. 


Besides the Greenwood battery, the ene 


my is said to be strongly fortified at Yazoo 
City and Manchester. 


Our fleet, at last accounts, was three
